8ABAT0GA SPRINGS, N. Y., July 2*.— Arrival, 
today were again continuous and the steady stream 
of newcomers promises to exceed any former gather- 
ing by far that has witnessed the sport at this noted 
racing center. The bulk of the visitors will arrive 
Thursday and Friday, and unless their reservations 
have already been made it is going to be a prob- 
lem where they will secure available accommoda- 
tions, for the hotels are booked to capacity. Al- 
ready in evidence are mauy first-timers to these 
parts, and they are looking forward with refreshing 
eagerness to the opening of the racing. The box 
holders this season promises to exceed that of 
former years, and already secretary A. McL. Ear- 
locker has received nearly ten applications for these 
vantage and exclusive locations. The list of box 
holders include some of the most notable persons 
in the social, financial and political world. 

The additions of horses has filled the stabling 
space at the three tracks here to the crowding 
Wfea the em- 

pire City track that owners not having stable re- 
servations and shipping here do so at their own risk, 
as no more stall space is available. A conservative 
estimate of 2,000 will probably be the correct num- 
ber of horses here, but of this total forty per cent 
is dead timber that are cluttering up room and 
will not be seen under colors at any time during 
this meeting. This is a condition that cannot be 
corrected, for owners carry along all their horses, 
whether in racing condition or not. At least 300 
horses that are ready to race will be missing from 
this point as a result of failure to obtain stable 
accommodations. 

WILSON HORSES IN FINE FETTLE. 

Trainer Thomas Healey put in a busy morning 
supervising the training of the big band of racers 
that will carry the colors of R. T. Wilson, presi- 
dent of the Saratoga Racing Association. The 
horses seem to be in fine fettle and the youngsters 
that have been on the ailing list with the “flu” 
are coming around in good style. 

The big band of juveniles that form the principal 
mainstay of the Harry Payne Whitney establish- 
ment and which are under the personal supervi- 
sion of trainer James Rowe are also making steady 
progress, and were for the first time put through 
extensive courses this morning and acquitted them- 
•elves to the trainer’s satisfaction. The malignant 
“flu” had this fine band of youngsters in its grip, 
but they seem now none the worse for their ex- 
perience. 

John E. Madden's band of stars are also in fine 
condition, with the reputed crack Tracery colt 
the cynosure of all observers. In appearance he is 
everything claimed for him, and if he does not 
rve to expectation there will be many shrewd 
critics disappointed. 

G. W. Loft was among the arrivals this morning. 
“The deal for the Havana track is off as far as 
1 am concerned,” said Mr. Loft this morning. He 
will remain throughout the racing season here, 
and his horses, in charge of trainer Max Hirsch, 
will arrive tomorrow. 

W. VIAU GOING TO FRANCE. 

W. Viau, who was much in the public eye because 
of being the lucky owner of Omar Khayyam, Westy 
Hogan, George Starr and others, intends to dispose 
of his horses during this coming period of racing 
and depart for France, where Mr. and Mrs. Viau 
intend to reside in the future. It is probable that 
Omar Khayyam, which is now doing stud duty at 
A. B. Hancock’s Ellerslie Farm, will be sent to 
France, as it is the intention of Mr. Viau to 
race and breed horses in France. 

Bmil Her* came from New York this morning and 
enthused over the Short Grass yearlings that he will 
offer for sale here shortly. The colt by Sun Star — 
Marion Hood is receiving a good bit of attention. 
He is a brother to North Star III. 

Joseph P. Murphy was another arrival. He has 
been on an extensive fishing trip during the past 
month and recently visited New Orleans. He stated 
that the new organization in charge of racing in 
the Crescent City is making progress with the many 
Improvements they are instituting at the Fair 
Grounds and there will be little for owners to com- 
plain of when they arrive there for next winter’s 
racing. 

E. R. Bradley is scheduled to arrive tonight 
from Colorado, where he went after the close of 
rscing at Latonia to inspect his mining properties.

Ancestral Lines that Produced Such Racers and Sires 

as Chester, Positano, Poisedon and Kennaquhair. 

Chester was one of the great horses of old-time 
Australian racing. Moreover, when he was done 
with the turf he followed in the ways of his sire, 
Yattendon, in becoming a great and famous sire 
himself. In racing he won nineteen capital prises 
and wa9 only four times unplaced in forty-one 
races. He was a small horse, but a great weight- 
carrier and stayer. He headed the sire list in 1887, 
mainly through prowess of his mighty son Aber- 
coru, and again in 1889 through his son Dread- 
naught and his daughter Spice, the latter a sister 
to Abercorn, which won the Oaks at both Sydney 
and Melbourne, while Dreadnaught won the Victoria 
Derby, both St. Legers and wound up his three- 
year-old career by taking the Australian Cup at 
two miles and a quarter in 3:59^ with 118 pounds 
up. Chester’s influence is felt ip Australian breed- 
ing of today, and his pedigree was:

Leger, the Australian Jockey Club Derby and St. 
Leger, took the Caulfield Cup twice and set the 
seal on his greatness when he won the Melbourne 
Cup of 1906 in a field of twenty-one starters, being 
then a three-year-old and carying 104 pounds, which 
included a twelve-pound penalty.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

CHICAGO, 111., July 29.— Race rioting which 
brought murder even into the loop and was marked 
by 2ti deaths and more than 100 serious injuries, 
broke loose in Chicago’s “black belt*’ yesterday 
afternoon and continued all night. Arson and loot- 
ing followed in the wake of murder. Of the dead 
fourteen were white and twelve colored. The act- 
ual list of injured made up for the Tribune in- 
cluded seventy-five whites and eiglity-five colored. 
In addition, many suffered minor injuries not re- 
|M»rWd U>. the • |H>Uce # A conservative estimate of 
the total injured is 200. Four thousand troops 
have been massed in their armories, riot ammuni- 
tion issued and machine guns mounted. 

CHICAGO, 111., July 29.— Fifteen thousand street 
car and elevated railway trainmen went on strike 
at 4 ©’clock this morning. Every car was in its 
barn. Not a wheel moved after that hour. Eight 
thousand of the employes, in a massmeeting which 
approached a riot, cried down last night the wage 
ooinprtmvhM' Ugwed, upon earlier in the day by their 
own officials in conference with Gov. Lowden. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 29. — By unanimous 
consent, the French treaty, sent to the United States 
senate today by President Wilson, was laid before 
the upper house in open session at the request of 
Chairman Lodge of the foreign relations committee. 
At the suggestion of Mr. Lodge the treaty was re- 
ferred to that committee without objection or dis- 
cussion. 

EL PASO, Tex., July 29. — Gov. Andres Oritz of 
the State of Chihuahua has offered a reward of 
$25,000 gold for the capture dead or alive of 
Franciscsi Villa, according to a Mexico merchant, 
who arrived here from Chihuahua City, lie said the 
offer appeared, in an advertisement in one of the 
Chihuahua City newspapers. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 29.— Four officers 
and three fatty officers of the navy have been con- 
victed by courts- martial on charges in connection 
with the enrollment, promotion and assignment to 
duty of reservists in -the Third Naval District at 
New* York, the navy department announced today. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 29.— Favorable report 
on the treaty with Colombia was ordered today by 
the senate foreign relations committee without a 
dissenting vote. A motion to reduce from $25,000,900 
to $15,000,000 the amount payable to Colombia for 
the partition of Panama was defeated 12 to 2. 

PONTIAC, 111., July 29. — The drought in central 
llinoi* has been broken by the fall of 1.12 inches 
of rain and the corn crop is beliered saved.
